The U. N. belongs to us. It’s about 
the only hope we liave of topping 
ou tee Ives from going to war against 
ourselves. 
But how can we understand how 
things are going if we can’t under­ 
stand what you’re talking about? 
Twenty-six years ago the diplo­ 
m ats of World W ar I started off the 
charter of the League of Nations 
with "the high contracting parties.” 
T h at left us out. We’re Just tile 
people. We wouldn’t know about the 
high contracting parties. The League 
worked like th a t all of IU sad life, 
ulways on a very high plane, We. 
Hie people, never had much say In 
that. 
Then the current crop of you dip­ 
lomatic chape met In Ban Francisco 
to form the United Nations. You 
had learned som ething from the 
L ague. Yau started off the U. N. 
charter with “we tile people of the 
United Nations.” 
T hat made us feel a little closer 
to U. N But you diplomatic fellows 
don't lose your old school ties very 
easily. 
Same Old Phrases 
After awhile, although you don't 
seem to notice it. you keep saying 
the same old phrases over and over 
as if ti ley had been handed down 
through the years from that egg to 
the bird to the egg to Ute bird. 
No kidding. The other day tile 
Security Council aet up a committee 
of men it called "experts” to tell the 
Council whether the Council should 
keep the Iranian problem on its cal­ 
endar. 
(Iran and Russia had asked that 
their problem be considered finished

EXPLAIN USES 
OF DDT FORMS 


Confronted with a varied array 
of DDT mixtures for farm and 
household use, the Pennsylvania De­ 
partment of Agriculture has found 
purchasers frequently are uncertain 
as to the type best suited for spe­ 
cific needs. 
Five different forms of DDT In­ 
secticide have been listed by the 
Agricultural Insecticide and Fungi­ 
cide association as an ald to selec- 


age, packaging, transportation and 
distribution, he explained. 
A critical shortage of rotenone, 
the insecticide widely used by home 
gardeners, is expected to continue 
until early summer. 
The present 
early-season shortage is said to be 
worse than at any time during the 
war. 
Nicotine has been critically short, 
and partial relief is promised in 
provision this spring of approxi­ 
mately 80 prr cent of the supply 
available last spring, the Bureau di­ 
rector said.

With 
some exceptions, petroleum solutions 
are particularly designed for house­ 
hold use, 
2. Dusts DDT dusts contain the 
chemical, diluted and conditioned by 
some dry "inert" such as talcs or 
fine clays. 
3 Wettable D usts- DDT wettable 
dusts contain an added ingredient 
making it possible to mix them in 
water for spraying. Not all dry DDT 
dusts can be used with water; only 
wettable types are satisfactory for 
this purpose. The two types of dusts 
probably will be more generally used 
in agriculture than any other form. 
4 Bombs—Aerosol bomos are small 
containers filled with compressed 
gas, solvents and insecticides which 
in some cases include DDT. The 
user opens a valve releasing a mist 
I which carries the insecticides. Tlie.se 
are useful for killing flying insects 
indoors.
